Two years later 
a huge dam was finished sealing 
the whole of the Zuyder Zee off 
from the North Sea, and since 
that time it has been named the 
Ijsselmeer (Yssel Lake). A second 
inlet, the Noordoostpolder (North- 
East Polder), was drained between 
1937 and 1942 and added 119,000 
acres of land to the country. 

Now a fleet of 150 dredgers, 
tugs and hopper barges has sailed 
into a new polder called Eastern
